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A.  E.  LAZIER  DIED 
SATURDAY,  DEC.  2ND 

Albert  Edward  Lazier,  the  last 
raember  of  a  well-known  family  of 
Lonsdale  and  Napanee,  died  sudden- 
ly on  Saturday  afternoon,  December 
2nd,  at  his  home  on  Thorns  Street. 
He  had  been  apparently  in  his  usual 
good  health  until  a  few  minutes  be- 
fore his  death. 

Mr.  Lazier,  who  was  in  his  90th 
year,  was  born  at  Lonsdale  and  was 
a  son  of  James  Lazier  and  Mary 
Doxsee.  As  a  young  man  he  was 
a^sosciated  with  his  father  in  the 
operation  of  the  Lazier  Woollen  Mill 
at  Lonsdale,  which  was  an  import- 
ant industry  in  the  district,  in  earlier 
days.  Its  products  were  well  known 
and  much  sought  after,  so  much  so 
that  sixty  years  ago,  Albert  E.  La- 
zier came  to  Napanee,  where  he 
opened  a  warehouse  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  woollens.  Later  Mr.  Lazier 
opened  a  retail  store  where  he  sold 
woollens  and  dry  goods  until  about 
twenty  years  ago  when  he  retired 
from  active  business. 

Mr.  Lazier  was  a  man  of  sterling 
character  and  was  held  in  high  re- 
gard by  those  with  whom  he  did 
business,  and  a  wide  circle  of  friends. 
A  few  years  ago  he  became  totally 
blind,  but  regardless  of  such  a  se- 
rious handicap,  retained  a  lively  int- 
erest in  life,  and  kept  his  mind  alert 
and    keen   by   every    possible   means. 

He  was  a  member  for  many  years 
of  Union  Lodge  No.  9,  A.F.  and  A.M. 
and  of  Trinity  Church.  He  had 
never  taken  an  active  interest  in 
town  affairs  but  was  keenly  inter- 
ested in  the  welfare  of  the  commun- 
ity. 

He  was  predeceased  by  one  sister, 
Miss  Josephine  Lazier,  who  died  elev- 
en years  ago,  and  by  one  brother, 
Malcolm,  who  passed  away  nine  years 
ago.  He  is  survived  toy  his  niece, 
Mrs.  Robert  Wagner  and  her  son, 
Dick  Wagner,   of   Boston. 

His  funeral  was  conducted  Mon- 
day afternoon,  December  4th,  at  his 
iate  home  by  Rev.  Noble  Hatton  and 
interment  was  at  Riverside  Ceme- 
tery.
